were huddled together with an 
allRoo-thin line of troops to pro- 
tect them, 3,600 U.S. infantry- 
men walked the thin line be- 
tween peace and war. They 
brought off a victory which like- 
ly prevented the third great 
world conflict. 

This was on the night of Sept. 
15, 1947. At the time this na- 
tion’s war strength was almost 
non-existent. The Kremlin knew 
this.

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There Are Lessons 
In Current Drought 


The drought in Georgia continues. 
Water shortages in at least a half-dozen 
cities have become critical. Water sys- 
tems have failed and rivers and streams 
are running dry. Wells and springs have 
dried up that were thought to be perma- 
nent. 

There is a lesson in it for all Geor- 
gians. The drought, while unprecedented 
in its severity, is not uncommon. It has 
pointed up our failure to properly plan 
to meet our ‘problems and to prepare 
for them. 

The trouble in the cities, of course, 
has resulted from the movement of peo- 
ple from rural to urban areas. The de- 
mands for water are ever-increasing. 
Many cities have been caught short. Stop- 
gap measures have not filled the bill. In- 
dustrial expansion has brought on the 
necessity for more and more water. 

Increased population and increased use 
of water have been accompanied by im- 
proper conservation measures. We have 
denuded the forests and plowed up the 
fields and erosion has taken billions of 
tons of our topsoil to the sea. During the 
rainy seasons we permit this water to rush 
down the valleys on its destructive way 
instead of storing it up for future use. 


The result of all this—improper con- 
servation, soil erosion, improper land 
usage and ever-growing demands for 
water—is a falling water table that offers 
no comfort for the future. Should it con- 
tinue long enough, the result could be dis- 
astrous. Ruins of many civilizations of the 
past testify to that. This fertile land could 
become desert as surely as did the once 
productive acres of the North African 
countries and the plains of central Asia. 

This year’s drought condition is not 
limited to Georgia. It is.a national prob- 
lem. It has been growing in intensity 
for more than two decades. Basically, the 
cause is the same—improper conservation 
and land use methods and the continued 
increase in demands for water. 

Most great nations that have flour- 
ished and died have similar histories, Ex- 
ploitation of soil and water resources 
without thought of the future leads to 
poverty and decay. No nation can outlive 
its soil and water supplies. 

While we think of the present situation 
as temporary, it is not by any means, 

More and more of our state, local and 
national efforts must go into work of 
saving the remainder of our soil and water 
resources and remedying the damage al- 
ready done.

City of Atlanta Insists 
On Right to Rule Streets 


The right of a city to control its streets 
and alleys is more or less inherent. 

The petition of the Metropolitan Tran- 
sit Co. to put nonstop bus service on the 
Atlanta Expressway has -given rise to a 
test of that right. , 

The MTA addressed its petition to the 
Georgia Public Service Commission, the 
state agency which regulates public utili- 
ties. The Atlanta Board of Aldermen pro- 
tests that the municipal government thus 
has been bypassed. The aldermen are 
taking legal steps to force recognition of 
the role of the city in Expressway control. 

The transit company, through its presi- 
dent, R. L. Sommerville, vows that it had 
no intent of action contrary to the inter- 
ests of the city. The company saw itself 
as a motor carrier and not a trolley opera- 
tor. Hence, its appeal to the Public Serv- 
ice Commission. Mr. Sommerville has 
since indicated that the firm desires to 
comply fully with the city’s wishes. 

In no way is the question involved that 
of whether or not there should be express 
bus service on the Expressway. The agree- 
ment is general that there should be, the 
concurrence running up to and including 
Atlanta’s mayor. 

The idea is not that the special service 
would benefit the transit company. It 
may or may not do that. The objective 
is a break for the transit rider and in the 
long run for metropolitan Atlanta. 


When it comes to original jurisdiction, 


the city seems to have a strong case, The 


legal wrinkle should be ironed out fairly 
and quickly so that we can get at the main 
question.

Trieste Settlement Is 
Move Away From War 


Another nagging problem left by World 
‘War II apparently has been settled. 
Agreement over Trieste between Italy and 
Yugoslavia after nine years fits another 
peg into stability of the Mediterranean 
and Balkan area. 

The dispute over the small territory 
and port of Trieste has been long and bit- 
ter. At times it threatened to explode 
into war. v played into the hands of the

Soviet Union, always anxious to exploit 
unrest and situations of this kind, 

The port city, largely inhabited by Ital- 
ians, goes to Italy. Although isolated 
from the mainland, its people will be able 
to exist because of its importance as a 
trade outlet. 

Removal of the 7,000 or more British 
and American troops from the area will 
present an economic problem. But ex- 
panded use of the port, now that tension 
is being relieved, will make up for some 
of this loss. 


Bit by bit the trouble spots left as a 
result of the Second World War are being 
erased without another war. As Europe 
binds up its wounds, there are still the 
even tougher challenges in Asia. 


Third Army Welcomes 
A Distinguished Soldier 


Members of the Third Army staff with 
headquarters at Ft. McPherson moved over 
this week to make room for a new asso- 
ciate. He is Maj. Gen. Robert G. Gard, 
who reported Monday as deputy com- 
mander. 


General Gard is an officer with a dis- 
tinguished career. It started with his 
graduation from the United States Mili- 
tary Academy in 1918 and has carried him 
to the Middle East, to Leyte and Okinawa 
and to the occupation of Japan. Since 
1945 he has served on the military 
tribunal that tried Japanese war crimi- 
nals, as treasurer at West Point and as ar- 
tillery commander of the Seventh Army’s 
VII Corps in Germany. 


Atlanta extends a welcome hand to the 
new deputy commander. This commu- 
nity’s relationship with the Third Army 
Command has been a pleasant one, from 
the present commander, Lt. Gen. Alec R. 
Bolling, back through a list of illustrious 
predecessors. 


We hope General Gard likes it here 
and that when the time comes for re- 
tirement, he, like other Army men, Gen. 
Al Gillem, for example, chooses Georgia 
as the place to call home.

Gen. Gruenther’s Report 
Is Most Encouraging | 


A pleasant supplement to the success 
of the London conference is the report 
brought back to this country by Gen. Al- 
fred M. Gruenther, NATO commander. 
The brilliant American general sounds 
highly optimistic over the progress of Eu- 
rope’s defenses. 

While there have been many political 
crises, especially over the arming of West- 
ern Germany, General Gruenther points 
out that the problem of merging differ- 
ent nationalities in a European Army has 
been solved in the military sense. He 
thinks the political problems can be solved 
in time. 

He added that bringing Germany into 
NATO and development of tactical use of 
the atomic bomb would produce in a rea- 
sonably short time defenses that would 
prevent the Soviet Union from overrun- 
ning Europe. 

While such an attack might be suc- 
cessful in its first phase, it would even- 
tually be defeated. He cited growth of air 
power as the major development in build- 
ing the West’s strength to resist aggres- 
sion. 

The general, after his years of expe- 
rience in working with other peoples, of- 
fered us a bit of advice, too. He warned 
against our impatience in trying to con- 
vince our allies of our point of view. We 
must improve our techniques of influenc- 
ing world opinion, he warned, in the face 
of the very skillful use of propaganda by 
the Russians. 

NATO, with the addition of German 
manpower, will fill the power gap in Eu- 
rope left by World War II. Without it, 
the Russians long since would have over- 
run the entire continent—almost without 
opposition.

Publishers of Comic Books 
Set Up Their Own ‘Police’ 


Sociologists, anxious parents and troubled juvenile authorities all 
seem to have scored-.a-bloodless victory on the comic book field. 
Twenty-four of the nation’s 27 comic book publishers have emerged 
from the ordeal of a year’s criticism as anti-social forces with a code 


of ethics and a czar to enforce them. 


The new administrator, Mag- 


istrate Charles F. Murphy of New York, has been pledged “a free 
hand to execute his duties in the manner in which he sees fit.’’ Those 
duties include eliminating ‘horror and terror’’ comics and regulating 
those dealing too freely with crime and sex. 


The code of ethics for comic book 
publishers is not yet ready for pub- 
lication, and the association will 
depend for the enforcement of its 
code on a seal of approval to be 
displayed prominently on book cov- 
ers. Distributors, parents and the 
social forces which have. virtually 
forced this action on the publishers 
will see that the seal means some- 
thing. 

And as though to point up the 
seriousness of the publishers’ move 
to avert social disapproval, one of 
the toughest of them announced his 
separate capitulation to public 
opinion. This is William M. Gaines, 
president of Entertaining Comics, 


who testified with brutal frankness: 


last April before a senate subcom- 
mittee on duvenile crime — Mr, 
Gaines, who announces he will noW 
drop six of his most-criticized 
titles. 

But, he adds, although he thinks 
that the good of the industry de- 
mands the elimination of horrors, 
it is not children who will suffer 
the major deprivation, but college 
students. “‘We have a tremendous 
following,” he said mournfully last 
week, “at Harvard, Ohio State, 
Penn State and many more. It is 
often the college men who write 
and demand more horror and 
crime books.” 

Yale and Princeton will, we 
imagine, look down their noses at 
this tribute to the reading taftes of 
their Ivy League brothers, But the 
fact that Mr. Gaines and his fel- 
low publishers have decided to go 
in for voluntary policing is a sig- 


‘« 


nificant sign of the times. And if 
the people who have complained 
most frequently about the evil ef- 
fects of comics are sincere, this 
effort at self-policing may be made 
to succeed without the overt in- 
tervention of law for which many 
of them have asked. 


Minneapolis Star 


Two news stories within the last 
week have indicated need for clean- 
ing up so-called ‘“‘comic’’ books. 
In some cases these books depict 
scenes of violence, lust, disrespect 
for law and even perverted sex 
attitudes. 

In Minneapolis, Maurice Perkins, 
president of Optimist Interna- 
tional, suggested careful screening 
of comic books as one way to cut 
down juvenile delinquency. In New 
York, Mayor Robert F. Wagner or- 
dered the city attorney to seek 
court aid in driving all such publi- 
cations from the stands. 

It would seem that the problem 
of filthy ‘“‘comics’’ could be han- 
died under existing obscenity stat- 
utes and the question of censor- 
ship need not arise at all. 

Ideally, of course, the best thing 
that could happen would be self- 


regulation by the publishers of 


comics. The disrepute into which 
their products have fallen may well 
hasten reformation. 

Failing that, they may almost 
certainly expect increasing disfavor 
with parents. And if the flood of 
filth continues, more cities will use 
their police powers to stamp it out.

Election Cost 
Up $4,000 
Over 1952 


The Democratic primary in De- 
Kalb County cost approximately 
$4,000 more this year than did 
the primary two years ago, Wal- 
ter Parris, secretary of the De- 
Kalb Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee, said Tuesday. 


Parris reported expenditures as 
he prepared to refund to primary 
candidates 15 per cent of the fees 
they paid to qualify in the elec- 
tion. 


The secretary said the primary 
Sept. 8 cost the committee $16,- 
534, $6,000 of which was rental 
paid to DeKalb County for usé of 
county - owned voting machines. 
The election two years ago cost 
about $12,000, Parris estimated. 

Additional personnel needed to 
handle ‘‘a larger election with 
more people voting’’ accounted 
for the rise in primary cost, Par- 
ris explained. 

The election was financed by 
entrance fees set at 20 per cent 
of the salary a successful candi- 
date would earn, Parris explain- 
ed. The fee for county commis- 
sioner was set at $3,000, six times 
the fee paid the state committce 
by a gubernatorial candidate. 
| Parris said a total of $2,925 
would be refunded to candidates. 
Each of three commissioner can- 
didates would get $450. 

The committee retained $124 
for miscellaneous expenses, Par- 
ris said.
